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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14.

Claims 2-7 and 17-34 are cancelled. 

Claims 1 and 8-16 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In reviewing references cited on the three IDS, no relevant prior art is found. 
Accordingly, claims 1 and 8-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
a. The reference of Ivashchenko (cited on the IDS) is noted. However, the final 
product is not anticipatory and not obvious in view of structural requirements herein (e.g. 
-NH-linking group at the 2-position and/or point of attachment at other positions). 
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b. The reference of Golec et. al. (WO '066 - cited on the IDS) has different 
inventive entity, however, its effective filing dates are the same as those claimed herein. 
Thus, it is not a competent prior art.
